Don’t Rush Hogs to Market too early this 
fall.

Tar Spots in Cotton? 


You foot the bill 


Tex TILE manufacturers report that 
tar spots have become far too num- 
erous and expensive in cotton cloth. 
When they appear in a shipment of 
goods, the price is often reduced 10 
to 20 percent. Some shipments have 
been rejected 

A mill problem? Not at all. As a 
cotton producer, you're 
well. The mills will not sit still and 
stand the loss forever. Penalties will 

passed on to the farmer by way 
of a cut in prices paid—especially in 
areas where tar spots show up often 

Tar spots, caused by asphalt, are a 
result of carelessness by farmers, gin- 
ners, warehousemen, shippers or 
manufacturers. But the primary source 
is asphalt-coated pick sacks and fresh- 
ly tarred roads—most contamination 
occurs while the farmer has the prod- 
uct. And once tar is mixed into a bale, 


affected as 


it cannot be cleaned out 

As asphalt-coated pick sacks be- 
come old and worn, tar cracks and 
peels off. When sacks are pulled over 
the trailer bed and emptied, the tar 
flakes fall into the seed cotton. Or, 
seed cotton is hauled over freshly 
tarred roads, it becomes contaminated. 
Then, the gin mixes it thoroughly into 
the bale. 

What’s worse, when one bale of tar 
cotton is mixed with 39 other bales in 
the bleaching room at a mill, all ma- 
terial made from the entire 40-bale 
lot contains tar. More and more the 
industry will be watching for these 
bad bales.- Lee DeYoung.

I S a practice that’s been around for a long time in some 
parts of the country, but a lot of hog producers are taking 
a new look at multiple farrowing these days. It’s a switch 
in hog production methods that made it easier for some 
producers to stay put through the 10-cent price levels of 
last yeal because they didn’t have to send all their hogs 
to market at once. 

It’s an idea that makes sense especially in the South 
with our mild winters, plentiful pasture and wide choice 
of feed grains. Farrowing around the calendar is sort of 
like not putting all your eggs in one basket You won't 
hit either the price peaks or the lows with all your hogs 

ie Tupper, Edwards, Mississippi, is getting set to try 
a farrowing plan geared to produce finished hogs ready 
to go to town every two weeks, the year around. Besides 
cushioning against market breaks, it lets him use less equip- 
ment and less labor to produce more hogs And Tupper 
takes advantage of pastures to get cheap gains between 
weaning and the 70 to 80-pound size when the hogs go 
into fattening pens 

Early Weaning, Too? Under some conditions, you may 
want to consider early weaning—at five weeks, or even at 
three weeks, using pig starters to keep pigs gaining well 
without the sow’s milk. Several Corn Belt experiment sta 
tions have been trying it, and the University of Kentucky 
has recently shown that it does reduce the feed cost per 
pig. Cost per pig to 56 days of age in 1956 tests was 
$3.84 when weaned at three weeks of age, $5.35 when 
weaned at eight weeks. But the early-weaned pigs weighed 
less on the 56th day, and took longer to reach market 
weights. Early weaning isn’t a sure-fire plan, and the 
slower gains may be too great a disadvantage Too, it 
generally requires better management and a more carefully 
balanced ration than most stockmen provide. Better not 
try it unless you are willing to provide top management 

But S. J. Foose, Jr., of Tchula, Mississippi, visited Corn 
Belt stations and producers who were trying early weaning, 
and came back sold on it. He’s gone to multiple farrow- 
ing with early weaning for his small herd, using his bumper 
grain crops and supplements to push early-weaned pigs 
through to market age on dry lot feeding. The object: 
More pigs from fewer sows and less equipment, lower cost 
per pig. He uses Iowa State Pre-starter 75 until the pigs 
weigh about five pounds, then moves them to clean, com- 
fortable weaning pens and switches them to lowa’s pig 
starter formula to about eight weeks.

of their fleeces. Rams and ewes whose fleeces rank tnem 
as the top third among all sheep in the flock, may be sorted 
into one flock, while rams and ewes rated in the middle 
third on the basis of their fleeces may be sorted into an- 
other flock, and so on. Replacement rams and ewes are 
selected only from the top-ranking group, and the process 
is continued as a gradual process of replacing the poorest 
fleece producers with better fleece producers. 

In Kentucky, stockman Herschel Weil is beginning a test- 
ing program for his Southdown rams, to find how much 
the gaining ability of his lambs can be increased by keep- 
ing gain records of his breeding rams, and using only the 
fastest-gaining rams in his flock. 

Tests so far show that average daily gains of Weil's indi- 
vidual rams range from 0.22 to 0.42 pound, showing that 
some rams do gain much faster than others under the same 
conditions. Sheep specialists say that the lambs from the 
highest-gaining rams, mated to fast-gaining ewes, will have 
the ability to gain at about the same rate as their parents, 
and perhaps better. 

Production testing of individual rams or groups of rams 
and ewes proves their ability to gain rapidly and produce 
desirable fleeces. Progeny testing, which may be the next 
step in some flocks, would prove the ability of the offspring 
to do as well as their parents, and thus be a still more accu- 
rate index of the parents’ ability to improve the flock. 
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ie These five rams (above, held by University of Kentucky 
students and personnel) made an average daily gain per 
head of 0.39 pound. Owned by Herschel Weil, they will 


be used on crossbred ewes to produce faster-gaining lambs. 
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A good flock improvement program througn performance 
testing may be based on gaining ability, or fleece weight and 
quality, or both. But it will also include selection for other 
desirable characteristics—like good individual conformation, 
to avoid breeding ranginess and coarseness into the flock, 
hardiness (in the case of range flocks) and prolific ewes. 
> How much benefit a sound flock improvement program 
of this kind can produce is shown by the example of Charles 
Fuller, of Lincoln county, New Mexico, who estimates his 
flock’s clean wool production per ewe increased nearly 30 
percent in the first eight years of flock improvement And 
the average weight of his market lambs was increased eight 
pounds, along with improved quality of both lambs and wool 

If you're not in a state which has an Extension sheep 
improvement program, you can start your own. If you're 
producing mutton-type sheep, you can begin by identifying 
all ewes and lambs so you'll know which lambs belong to 
which ewes, and about how old the lambs are. When you're 
ready to market the lamb crop, note which ewes have pro- 
duced the thriftiest, fastest growing lambs, and divide you 
ewe flock into two or more groups. Put the ewes which 
have produced the best lambs into the “A” flock Keep 
records of the rate of gain of your rams, so you can mate 
the fastest-gaining rams, with the best conformation, to the 
ewes in the “A” flock. Then keep replacement lambs only 
from the “A” flock. It'll build up your flock fast 
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These five rams, under the same conditions as the five rams 
in the photo above, gained only 0.23 pound daily.

Brighter Farm Future Ahead? 


UMBLINGS of change are crop- 

ping up in the farm situation that 
could turn into a welcome break from 
the established pattern of recent years 
It’s still too early to estimate the real 
importance of these new ripples on the 
farm scene, but it will pay you to watch 
them in the months ahead. 


> Farm prices, for example, are show- 
ing signs of possible improvement. Dur- 
ing the first half of this year they aver- 
aged about four percent below the same 
period last year, but in mid-May they 
did not fall under prices for mid-May 
This may have been a turning 
point. It was the first time in almost 
four years that farmers did not get low- 
er prices than they got in the same 
month of the previous year. 

There’s a good-—chance, some eco- 
nomists think, that seasonal price de- 
clines for the last six months this year 
will be easier than in recent years.

> Income, too, shows signs of improve- 
ment 

It's now considered possible- -but not 
certain—that 1956 gross farm income 
could exceed last year’s by about $800 
million, due primarily to increased 
marketing volume. 

Net farm income edged upward dur- 
ing the first half of 1956 to an annual 
rate of $11.6 billion.

HAT about Field Shelling for Corn? It’s 
WE woe considering, if you’re harvesting a lot 

of corn for storage or for feeding to hogs 
or poultry this fall. Nearly every major manufac- 
turer of self-propelled combines now offers a corn 
header attachment which converts the machine into 
a corn combine. A lot of Corn Belt farmers and 
some Southern farmers—like H. C. Weathers, of 
Mississippi county, Arkansas—tried out corn com- 
bines after the first models were introduced a year 
ago. And there'll be a lot more corn combines at 
work in the major corn-producing areas this fall. 

Weathers uses his combine to harvest corn for 
hogs, getting the grain out early so he can hog off 
the corn stubble before frost. And some stockmen 
will like the idea of early harvesting so the still-green 
stalks can be pastured. 

One manufacturer also offers a_ self-propelled 
picker-sheller, which serves about the same purpose 
as the corn combine. Like the corn combines, the 
self-propelled picker-sheller can be converted to har- 
vest other grains and soybeans. This multiple-use 
can help pay off the rather high cost—about $4,500 
for a 10-foot self-propelled combine, plus about 
$1,500 for the corn attachment, or about $4,000 for 
the self-propelled picker-sheller. 

Another manufacturer offers a power take-off trac- 
tor-drawn picker-sheller, for about $2,200. 

In the big corn-producing areas, field shelling will 
probably catch on fast. If you have enough other 
grain or beans to need a big combine anyway, add- 
ing a picker attachment for a self-propelled combine 
costs little extra—generally less than a regular picker. 

Besides the advantages of getting corn out early— 
and fast—there’s the saving in labor and storage 
space in handling. And if you're selling corn, having 
it out early can mean a difference of as much as 
20 cents a bushel. 


What about Bin Drying for Corn? Artificial dry- 


ing goes along with early field shelling of corn. Field- 
shelled corn may have over 20 percent moisture 
too much for storing without drying. But if you're 
already set up to dry grain, anyway, the cost of 
bringing the moisture content of field-shelled corn 
down to safe storage level is small. And getting set 
up for artificial drying of grain may be a good idea, 
anyway. Artificial drying looks like the coming thing 
for all grains, in many areas, 

What about Bin Drying for Combine Grain Sorg- 
hum? If you're harvesting grain sorghum this fall, 
artificial drying equipment can be a good investment, 
for it, too. Where late fall invasions by birds are 
a serious problem—as they are in a lot of places 
getting sorghum grain out of the field early can make 
the difference between good or poor yields. Weather 
damage may seriously reduce yields of late-harvested 
sorghum grain, too. Grain sorghum is one of the 
hardest of all grains to store safely, anyway, because 
of the normally high moisture content, even when it’s 
harvested late. And when there are a lot of weeds, 
the problem is even worse. Even in the dry counties 
of western and southern Texas, bin drying has been 
found to pay off for combine milo. 

In the Texas high plains, sorghum grain was stored 
at a moisture content of 17.5 percent—not unusually 
high for such grain—and experimentally dried with 
unheated air to bring the moisture below 12 percent 
Before it was dried, the grain graded a mixture of 
No. 3 and No. 4. After drying, the grain all graded 
No. 1. Cost of electricity for the entire drying opera- 
tion was only 30 cents per ton—-a fraction of the 
increased value per ton. 

What about Heated-air Drying? Extremely damp 
grain, plus low temperatures or high humidity during 
the grain drying period sometimes make heated air 
drying compulsory. And heated-air drying has ad- 
vantages anytime. It’s fast, convenient and sure. But 
it does require a much (Continued on page 40) 





The Latest-First 


COTTONCAST

THE ADMINISTRATION made an effort to remove 
the ban on shipping surplus agricultural 
commodities -- such as cotton -- to Iron 
Curtain countries. The try came when the 
amendment to Public Law 480 was voted. The 
amendment which passed added $1.5 billion 
to the allocations of commodities to be 
sold for foreign currencies. The Senate 
voted to permit barter sales behind the 
Iron Curtain. The House rejected it. The 
Senate agreed to the rejection. 








HOW WOULD YOU LIKE a domestic allotment 
plan for cotton? It will be talked, argued 
and debated during the next year, with 
sentiment increasing for it. Instead of 
acres, farm cotton allotments would be on 
pounds, based on the domestic consumption 
of the previous year. This has been run- 
ning about 9 million bales a year. There 
would be no acreage restrictions. You 
would sell on the open market at whatever 
price cotton would bring. On your allotted 
poundage the Government would pay you the 
difference between the market price and 
the support price. You would get only the 
market price on the rest of your cotton. 
This plan would mean that domestic mills 
would get cotton at the same price it is 
being sold to foreign mills. It would mean 
that cotton could compete with synthetic 
fibers. It would mean that you could ad- 
just your acreage more efficiently. 

















CONGRESS REFUSED TO BELIEVE that Japanese 
textile shipments into the United States is 
a threat to the American industry. It re- 
fused to make import quotas mandatory. The 
result was that domestic consumption of 
cotton fell off in June to a level below 
June of last year as mills curtailed opera- 
tions to reduce inventories. In July mill 
vacations were extended an extra week in 
many instances and when workers returned 
they found their work week curtailed. Mill 
operators say they dare not maintain nor- 
mal inventories as long as Japan can move 
against any single segment of the industry 
it wishes. They point to the manner in 
which the Japanese took the velveteen and 
gingham markets last year. To insure 
against inventory losses, should their 
production be the next hit, mills are cut- 
ting supplies to the minimum. The result: 
American farmers lost markets for about 
200,000 bales of cotton in June and July. 




















EVEN WITH THE STEEL STRIKE ENDED, it is not 
certain that bale ties will be available 
to all ginners until the cotton harvest is 
well under way. Inequitable distribution 
will be one factor. Another will be the 
time required to get into production at 
the steel mill and the volume of ties pro- 
duced. Check your ginner to find whether 
he can take your cotton. 











A RISING COTTON PARITY added about $2.50 a 
bale to the loan value of cotton between 
the announcing of the minimum in January 
and the final determination in July. The 
minimum base was 32.25 cents for Middling 
inch. The increasing parity lifted the 
supports to 32.74 cents on the average. 
The loan will range from 33.74 cents in the 
Group B mill area in the Southeast to 
31.90 cents in California. 














SUPPLEMENTAL IRRIGATION is proving its worth 
this year, in spite of showery conditions. 
An application of water at the crucial 
fruiting period can double the yields per 
acre, farmers who are using it are 
convinced. 





GET RID OF YOUR asphalt-coated pick sacks, 
even though they may have some wear remain- 
ing in them. The asphalt cracks, gets 
into the cotton before ginning, is broken 
and flaked at the gin and packaged with the 
cotton in the bale. Weeks or months later, 
after it has been processed into yarn and 
cloth it is processed under heat. The in- 
visible flecks of asphalt then show up as 
black spots in the fabric. One bale of 
contaminated cotton can result in tremen- 
dous losses to the mills. Mills have been 
pinpointing the areas from which they get 
bales containing tar spots. They will 
avoid cotton from those areas unless they 
are convinced that the asphalt pick sacks 
have been thrown away. 




















USDA HAS BEGUN paying a subsidy for cotton 
products exported after Aug. 1. Payment 
based on rate of 6.58 cents a lb. through 
Sept. After that, it will be fixed at the 
difference between cotton on the 14 report- 
ing markets and the export sales price.

In bulk feeding the feed 
is not sacked at the mill but is loaded from the mixer by 
conveyor into a special bulk delivery truck The truck 
delivers the feed to the farm where it is unloaded into a 
storage bin, either inside the chicken house or located just 
outside of the house. This unloading, too, is generally done 
by a conveyor, which is a part of the truck. 

The poultryman then fills his feeders as needed by a 
spout from the bulk bin If he uses a mechanical feeder 
the feed is passed by gravity from the bulk bin to the feeder 
bin Thus, bulk feeding saves time and labor No sacks 
have to be handled and there is some saving in the cost 
of the sacks 

Mississippi poultryman Bob Mayo (photos above) uses 
bulk feeding for his big-scale broiler business to eliminate 
the heavy work of lifting sacks and the cost of providing 
extra storage. His feeding operations aren't mechanized- 
he uses Wheelbarrows to carry feed from bulk-storage bins 
to chick self-feeders. But all the work of feeding the birds 
in a house can be done by one man, in a short time, with 
little lifting

Defoliate... Desiccate... or Neither? 


BELTWIDE survey by Extension and research person- 
nel to determine how many farmers used chemical de- 
foliation on 1955 cotton, and why, revealed the following: 
In the Southeast, 9 percent of the total acreage was de- 
foliated; in the Mid-South, 25 percent; in the Texas-Okla- 
homa region 21 percent; and in the Far-West, 37 percent. 
In the Southeast, 97 percent of the acreage defoliated was 
treated with dust defoliates; in the Mid-South, 70 percent 
was with dust; in Texas-Oklahoma, 79 percent was with 
sprays; and in the far West, 95 percent was with sprays. 
Asked why they took time, trouble and expense to de- 
foliate their cotton chemically, farmers checked gave the

When Does It Pay to Defoliate or Desiccate Before Harvest? 

Perhaps most work on defoliation in the Southeast has 
been done in Alabama by T. E. Corley. Corley says it’s 
hard to predict what defoliation needs may be until the 
harvest season is upon you. Under some conditions, it pays, 
he explains. Under others, tests have shown little advantage 

Corley has found over the past two harvest seasons at 
two stations in Alabama that defoliation had no important 
effect on machine efficiency or foreign matter content of 
cotton during either year. No effect on grades was revealed 
in 1954, but defoliation gave one-half grade increase last 
fall. Explanation is that 1954 was dry, both during the 
growing season and at harvest, and more natural defoliation 
took place. He says this indicates that defoliation is more 
helpful in rank cotton and during years of “normal,” or wet, 
conditions. 

Among other results shown in reports on these tests, it 
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was found that variety of the cotton 
made little or no difference, plant pop- 
ulation made little difference and de- 
foliation did not affect yields or pre- 
harvest loss 

Mississippi tests on returns from 
defoliation uphold the suggestion that 
the good and bad of its use depends 
on the season and conditions. Returns 
over a three-year period have varied 
from a plus of $9 per acre (because 
of improved quality) to a reduction 
of $20 per acre (because of vield 
decreases) 

Mississippi specialists Dr. H. R. 
Carns and Dr. G. B. Crowe conclude 
that, under conditions of rank growth 
and heavily fruited cotton, maturing 
when there’s a lot of moisture, pre- 
harvest treatment is most likely to be 
profitable. However, when the cotton 
plants are small and drouth-damaged, 
heavily fruited and have lost a lot of 
their leaves from natural causes, it’s 
questionable whether there is any ad- 
vantage in defoliation or desiccation. 

They add that a lot of damage by 
boll weevil or other insects, which 
concentrates the boll load on certain 
sections of the stalk, makes it less 
likely that defoliation will be profit- 
able. 

Amino Triazole, tested commer- 
cially last year for the first time, will 
be generally available this year. In 
most states, it’s recommended at the 
rate of three pounds per acre if used 
alone as a defoliant, or one pound if 
used alone as a regrowth inhibitor. 
However, higher yielding cotton does 
require heavier applications than 
poorer cotton 

What To Use 

In the Southeast, dusts and sprays 
have been equally effective when prop- 
erly used. One determining factor 
may be the type of insect control 
equipment you use All else being 
equal, use a defoliant that you can 
apply with equipment you have on the 
farm 

Recommendations on when to de- 
foliate vary slightly. Generally the 
best time is about 10 days before pick- 
ing. Deciding on the proper time is 
more difficult, however, if you are de- 
foliating to stop boll rot in the bottom 
crop. If you're losing cotton on the 
bottom while stalks are still putting on 
a top crop, you have to pick the point 
at which you start to lose more on 
the bottom than you are gaining on 
top. 

One answer to this problem—tried 
with varying degrees of success—is to 
defoliate the bottom of the stalks only. 

To determine when the top crop is 
set and the stalk is ready for full 
defoliation, your best bet is to feel a 
number of the bolls. When a boll 
feels solid and firm to the grip, de- 
foliation will not stop its maturing.

Doggett 


Kennedy: Is participation in the Acreage Reserve program this year about 
what you expected? 
Doggett: Under the circumstances, maybe a little more than we expected 
Kennedy: What do you think the reduction in acreage of basic crops 
this year will amount to in actual production cut-backs? 
Doggett: It will be insignificant in volume. The program goes into effect 
too late in the season Farmers had a chance to choose between pay- 
ment for crop failure a certain acreages, or salvaging poor yields 
Kennedy: Do you think participation in the program this year is an indi- 
cation of what it will be next vear and. the following years? 
Doggett: None whatsoever 
Kennedy: Is 60 percent of the national loan rate on basic crops, which 
is the payment rate now announced for 1957 wheat, enough incentive 
to get farmers to participate in the program next year? Or ts 15 cents 
pound (the 1956 rate) enough on cotton? 
Doggett: | simply don’t know; it remains to be seen As I have said, 
1956 cannot be used as a guide I'll say this—I hope to see it tried 
on that basis before we start making changes 
Kennedy: Do you think the Soil Bank, plus continued supports at less 
than 90 percent of parity, plus the present export program, can bring 
farming back to the place where it can stand on its own two feet—with- 
out large-scale subsidics? 
Doggett: That is the purpose of it all—and I think it can be done. It 
depends on farmers’ willingness to meet the real objectives of the Act, 
which is to reduce production on their farms They could defeat the 
1 ay by putting some acres into the reserve and at the same time 
taking other Steps (fertilization and other practices) to keeps their over: ill 
farm production at the same high level. 
Kennedy: Will farmers be allowed to plant their full allotments of crops 
next year—and then cut back by putting crop-failure acreage into the 
acreage reserve? Or will they have to make up their minds at planting 
time? 
Doggett: They will have to make up their minds before planting time. 
Compliance dates will be set by states within a limit outlined by regula- 
tions. March 15 will perhaps be the latest date allowed except in extreme 
northern areas for spring planted crops. Fall planted wheat deadline will 
be around October 1, 1956. 
Kennedy: If a farmer puts two fields of different yield-value into the 
acreage reserve, will he be paid on the record of the poorest field, the 
best field or an average of the two? 
Doggett: Supposedly, he will be paid according to the average of the 
two. However, this will be determined by county committees—and if 
I know the average county set-up, the committees will not take unfair 
advantage of the farmer. If a field is obviously well below average for 
the farm, the committee should establish yields accordingly. 
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Kennedy: When a farmer is selecting 
acreage for the Reserve, will he be 
permitted to single out wet spots, 
drouth areas near forests and other 
non-productive areas—using the patch- 
work method? Or will he be required 
to give up a block of land all in one 
piece? 


Doggett: A county committee seriously 
trying to obtain the objectives of the 
Act will discount low productive acre- 
age to the fullest extent. To get farm- 
average payments, the producer will 
have to put into the Reserve acreage 
that is average for his farm. 


Kennedy: Is there a chance, after this 
year, that farmers will be required to 
sign up in the Acreage Reserve for 
more than one year? Or will it be 
strictly a year-to-year proposition? 


Doggett: The law says that rates of 
payment shall encourage pro- 
ducers to underplant their allotments 
for more than one year.” This will 
be done by some form of additional 
incentive payment for continued par- 
cipation after the first year 


Kennedy: But there will actually be 
ao binding requirement that they sign 
up for more than one year? 


Doggett: As far as we know now, that 


is correct. 


Kennedy: Will the “additional incen- 
tive” payment for second-year parti- 
cipation be a percentage of first year 
payments, or a set dollar-value in- 


crease? 


Doggett: This has not yet been deter- 
mined in setting up regulations.

HO said small Grade B or 

manufactured milk dairymen 
can't afford the same kind of well- 
organized and labor-saving setup that 
is almost a necessity on large Grade 
4 dairy farms today? 

Dairymen like Ray Shanks, in 
Greene County, Tennessee don’t be- 
lieve it. They're using compact, labor- 
saving housing and milking setups for 
their small herds that would make 
many a large dairyman think twice 
about his own layout. Shanks’ cost 
him less than $1,300, using home 
grown timber. 

It consists of a 31 by 60 foot pole 
barn, open on one side. The barn is 
divided into four distinct sections— 
a self-feeding hay storage area that 
holds about 25 tons of hay, a 30 by 
31 foot bedded loafing area, a calf pen 
area, and a milking parlor and milk 
room 

This setup can accommodate a herd 
of 10 to 12 cows the year around. If 
Shanks decides later to increase his 
herd, he can build an inexpensive self- 
feeding hay barn 20 to 25 feet away 
from the open side of the present 
barn and connect the two by a con- 
crete apron. The entire setup could 
then accommodate about 25 cows. 


Elevated Stall Milking Parlor 
Saves Labor 


Probably the outstanding feature of 
Shanks’ setup is the V-type elevated 
stall milking parlor. Combined with 
an inexpensive cow-to-can milker, this 
low-cost parlor changes “milking time” 
from drudgery to a simple chore. 

This V-type design has two elevated 
stalls which come together in a corn- 
er. It eliminates stooping and reduces 
walking because the operator can 
reach the udder of either cow from 
the V-corner. 

The cows walk up outside steps to 
enter through a door in the V-corner 
and go either right or left to a stall. 
The operator prepares one cow while 
the other is being milked.

Hanging feeders 


for broilers 


H ANGING tubular feeders for both 
broilers and for layers have swept the 
country the past year and appear to be 
getting more popular all the time. 
Some poultrymen are substituting 
them for their old trough-type feeders. 

The usual recommendation is to 
provide 30 for every thousand chicks. 
On the other hand, some dealers are 
urging thei growers to provide more 
than the customary 30 per thousand, 
With this many scattered over the 
house it does look crowed, but there 
are some advantages The feeders are 
off the floor and it is thus claimed the 
chickens have more floor space. Since 
they are above the floor the litter is 
less likely to become damp and caked. 

This type of feeder is not as well 
adapted to mash as it is for crumbles 
or pellets, which flow more freely.

Beef-Cattle 
Dipping Vat 





BULL CATCHER. Two-by-fours and bolts are all that are 
needed to make this holding chute. By using it, one man can 
easily catch and hold the biggest bull. If you wrap the rope 
around the board just above the man’s head, you can hold the 
animal firmly, and be free to vaccinate, trim horns, etc. About 
$10 worth of bolts and lumber is all you'll need to build the 
chute, explains Clint Warren of Hanceville, Alabama.

«A DIPPING vat was the best piece 
of equipment we ever spent money 
for,” declares Clint Warren, Warren 
Bros., Hanceville, Alabama. 

Instead of spraying or dusting the 
cattle for lice and other external para- 
sites, Hobart and Clint Warren just 
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run the cattle through the dipping vat 
every 30 days. “It takes about two 
hours to drive the 84 head of cattle 
up from the pasture, run them through 
the vat, and drive them back to the 
pasture,” Warren says. 

When a new animal is brought to 
the farm, it is run through the dipping 
vat before it joins the rest of the herd 
The entrance to the vat is arranged 
so that a gate swings over to close the 
entrance to the pasture, 

The vat is “re-charged” with 50 
pounds of Gammatox once a month. 
A small roof over the vat keeps out 
rain and avoids diluting the dipping 
solution 

As the cattle come out of the vat, 
they are allowed to stand on a 15 x 15- 
foot concrete dripping platform. The 
disinfectant that drips off the cattle 
runs back into the vat. 

The actual vat is 20 feet long and 
will hold five steers at one time. The 
vat is 39 inches wide at the top and 
24 inches wide at the bottom. Both 
sides of the concrete pit slope inward. 

Sides of the chute leading to the 
vat and the fence around the dripping 
platform are 2 x 6-inch treated tim- 
bers fastened to treated posts. 

Cost of building the vat, chute, and 
dripping platform, including the roof 
over the vat, totaled about $300, say 
the Warren Brothers. :

to stored grain, even in bins which 
have been treated. And farmers are 
finding this year that elevator men 
won't touch infested grain at any price. 

Even though you've fumigated your 
grain, it will pay to inspect it again. 
Use a probe and take samples from 
all parts of the bin and spread the 
samples on a white cloth or paper. 
If you have a sifting pan use it to de- 
tect the insect. A sixteen mesh screen 
wire or ordinary flour sifter will do. 
Examine the samples closely. If you 
find insects, fumigate at the first op- 
portunity 

One of the reasons for presence of 
insects in grain is failure to level grain 

-uneven surfaces allow gas pockets 
to form. Grain should be deep, as it 
is difficult to effectively fumigate broad 
areas. Air movement should be less 
than I5 miles per hour, to prevent 
fumigant being blown out of the bin 
too quickly. Grain should be less than 
six inches from the tip of the bin. 
There should be from six to 12 inches 
of freeboard. Wooden require 
twice as much fumigant as metal bins. 
Wheat with 5 percent dockage re- 
quires twice as much fumigant as clean 
grain. When the moisture content of 
grain is high, a double amount of 


bins 


fumigant is needed 

For greater success, fumigate when 
the outside air is 65 degrees. 
coarse spray and stand outside the bin 
while spraying. A small compressed 
air sprayer is suitable for this purpose. 

Fumigate using any of the approved 
fumigants and use dosage recom- 
mended by the manufacturer.

CROPS AND SOILS 


Fall Fertilize 
for Small Grain? 


We went to Mississippi's famous Dr. W. B. An- 
drews, soils specialist, with some of the questions 
Southern farmers are asking about fall fertilization. 
Here are his answers. 


Question: Does phosphorus fertilizer for small grains pay? 


Answer: Small grains are quite responsive to phosphorus when young. 
When planted early for fall and winter grazing, rapid fall growth is 
dependent upon the supply of readily available phosphorus in the soil. 
When planted late for grain, fast growth may be necessary to permit the 
production of sufficient roots to prevent the plants from being pulled out 
of the ground by freezing. For grain on soils which have been reason- 
ably well fertilized in the past, however, less response to phosphorus 
fertilizer is obtained when small grains are planted at the normal plant- 
ing time. 


Q. Is it possible to injure the seed and young plants by fertilizer appli- 
cations? 


Fertilizer injury to seed and seedlings is produced by salts Though 
the phosphorus in superphosphate is water soluble, the concentration in 
water is very low, and when applied to the soil the amount in solution 
is very small. For this reason, when placed in contact with small grain 
seed, superphosphate produces little or no seed and seedling injury. (See 
“Band Seeding,”” FARM AND RANCH, August issue Ed.) 

In the case of small grains, most seed and seedling injury is produced 
by the nitrate and chloride (of potassium, calcium and magnesium) salts. 
The nitrate salts are about 3.4 times as strong as the chloride salts formed, 
per pound of nitrogen and potash applied. With the fertilizers ordinarily 
used, most damage is likely to be produced by the nitrogen, though muriate 
of potash does produce seed and seedling injury 


Q. What effect does the amount of moisture in the soil have on fertilizing? 


A. The injury to seed and seedlings produced by nitrates and chlorides 
depends upon the moisture content of the soil. If moisture at planting 
time is barely sufficient for germination, only very small amounts of potash 
and nitrogen are required to produce severe injury; if a heavy rain falls 
and leaches the nitrates and chlorides well below the seed before germi- 
nation begins, little damage to seed and seedling results, even though large 
quantities of these were applied in contact with the seed. 


Q. Does the soil type make a difference? 


A. In addition to soil moisture, the clay content of the soil markedly 
affects fertilizer injury to seed and seedlings. The least fertilizer damage 
is produced in heavy clay soils, while most damage is produced in very 
sandy soils. In other words, the amount of nitrates and chlorides neces- 
sary to produce damage to seed and seedlings is much larger in clay soils 
than in sandy soils. 

With the variations in soil moisture and in the clay content of the 
soil, it is impossible to specify the maximum quantities of fertilizers carry- 
ing nitrogen and potash which may be applied in contact with the seed 
without injury. However, the quantities suggested (by state Extension 
service and experiment station recommendations) should be safe.

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Straight Talk 


Mi ANY people of small income think they're escaping 
~ taxes, so they’re content with our “soak-the-rich” tax 
setup. But they're getting soaked worse than the rich 
Because the rich man can pay exorbitant taxes and still live 
just as high on the hog as he wants to. As a matter of fact, 
completely above the hog. But hidden taxes take food out 
of the mouths of many low-income families. If we're that 
oft-described but non-existent person, the “average man,” 
we're not too excited about taxes. We may pay little income 
tax. And we don’t realize the great sums of hidden taxes 
we're gouged for in everything we buy. So we complain 
about the cost-price squeeze and blame it on excessive profits 
of big business, labor unions, the middleman, past and future 
wars and so on. But the worst offender is none of these 
It's big government As that famous low-tax advocate 
F.D.R. declared when he was first campaigning for the 
presidency: “Taxes are paid in the sweat of every work 
ingman’s brow.’ 


The Power to Tax Is the Power to Destroy 


High taxes mean high prices Ihe businessman has to 


put his taxes into the price of everything we buy from him 
In 1955, the average industrial employee made about $4,000, 
according to the Tax Foundation. He may have paid little 
or no Federal income tax. But the total tax bite Federal, 
state and local governments took from him amounted to 
In other words, the 
first 10 days out of each month he worked for the govern- 


30 cents out of each dollar he earned. 


ment. But he didn’t know it. He thought the rich man was 
paving for all the government waste, boondoggling, Federal 
Aid, foreign aid and subsidized loafing masquerading under 
“welfare.” But it cost that average worker $1,200—$100 
per month 

Whether you file an income tax report or not, you're being 
stuck plenty. The government now takes 91 percent from 
the rich and that’s about the limit. Any more would kill 
the goose. Having gone as far as they could in soaking the 
rich, the politicians even instituted a “soak-the-poor” pro- 
gram which takes 20 cents out of the véry first taxable dollar 
a poor man earns 

And contrary to general opinion, the rich don’t pay for 
most of the cost of government For instance, in 1954 if 
the government had taken not more than 50 percent of the 
earnings of all rich men, its total tax take would have been 
reduced only $1,075,000,000. That’s only 3.8 percent of 
the total income tax collections for that year. 


Soak Everybody 


Those people making from $1,200 to $20,000 paid 70 per- 
cent of the income tax collected by the Federal government 
last year. So the “soak-the-rich” has now become “soak 
everybody 

Can't be helped? Sure it can. Whenever the people demand 
it. The Hoover Commission has shown how we can save 
over 72 billion dollars a year and get better government 
to boot. And that’s just the beginning of what ought to be 
done to cut unnecessary waste, unnecessary government and

spends, the less it takes from the taxpayer. It’s not that 
taxes don't raise enough money. They raise too much 

Even non-detense expenditures have increased since the 
war, under both administrations. In the past 10 years, the 
Federal government has taken $494 billion from the people 
in taxes. $49.4 billion a year! (In the 150 years before 
that the average was only $1.7 billion a year.) That's more 
than the U. S. (or any other government) has taken in all 
its history. In the 150 years before that Federal taxes were 
only $253 billion 


Spending, Tax, and Debt Limit 


The main excuse: “Defense and past wars take 70 percent 
of expenditures.” There is fantastic waste in “defense.” For 
instance, the non-partisan Hoover Commission found that 
there are 800 unnecessary lawyers on the payroll of the 
Veterans Administration; and that $340 million a year is 
being wasted because the petty jealousies of the armed serv- 
ices have prevented the installation of a joint buying and 
inventory-control system between the services. We can't 
eliminate the taxation unless we eliminate the cause of the 
taxation 

The only sensible way to reduce taxes is to reduce spend 
ing. The politicians won't reduce spending until the people 
force them to. A limit on spending (in peacetime) and a 
limit on taxes and borrowing would force compliance by the 
politicians 

Before the 16th Amendment was passed in 1913 the Fed- 
eral government had no authority to levy a direct tax on the 
earnings, savings or inheritances of the citizens of the 
sovereign states. (Reckon the states will ever again become 
sovereign?) The 16th Amendment says Congress can levy 
income taxes without limit. Congress is taking that seriously 
And so should we. We should get the amendment repealed 
substituting either a drastically limited Federal income tax, 
or possibly none. The Reed-Dirksen Amendment would 
limit Federal income taxes to 25 percent but would permit 
Congress by a vote of three-fourths of the members of each 
house, to exceed that rate without limit in emergencies. It 
has been approved by 31 state legislatures. All Southern 
States except Maryland, North Carolina, Tennessee and 
West Virginia have approved it. Maybe we should kill the 
Federal income tax and let each state levy its own income 
tax or get its money in any other way its people want to 
Then you'd see a completely different attitude about spend 
ing. You'd have a healthy competition between the states 
to keep taxes low, so citizens wouldn't move to another 
state. And you'd end the Federal Aid grab bag whereby 
thousands of state and local politicians fight for positi~n at 
the Washington trough for every “free” handout on the 
excuse “if we don’t get it somebody else will.” You'd resur- 
rect States Rights. Congress can greatly reduce spending, 
and taxing, and debt, whenever it wants to. It'll want to
